Rumors were current today that the 
strikers would call out men loading 
government vessels at Hoboken if the 
company stood by the foreman.

follow an artillery preparation of tre­ 
mendous volume. 
For the past week 
British 
guns 
have been pouring a tremendous a r­ 
tillery 
fire 
on 
German 
positions 
throughout the whole Ypres 
sector. 
Last night’s Berlin 
report 
labelled 
this artillery as “drum fire," presag­ 
ing ail infantry drive. 
It reached an 
intensity of destructiveness late last, 
just before the British troops weut 
over. 
The sector east of Ypres. mentioned 
by Haig as that part of the line where 
the British offensive struck, includes 
Fretenberg, W esthoek and 
Hooge— 
ground tak en 'in the previous British 
offensive of August.

Would It excite you at all to realize 
that every mistake you made meant 
perhaps fatal delay in the training of 
your country’s armies for the war? 
That proposition wan put up to one 
man by Uncle Sam. 
He and his col­ 
leagues shouldered the burden and 
did the job. 
The man was Major W. A. Sterrett, 
before the war an 
architect, 
now 
chairman of tile Committee on Emer­ 
gency Construction and Contracts of 
the Council of National Defense. 
No Such Task Before 
No such task had ever been under­ 
taken on a nationwide scale in that 
space of time 
‘‘When this thing was first contem­ 
plated,” Major Starrett told the United 
Press today, “the government provid­ 
ed a couple of army officers and sten­ 
ographers to do the job.” 
“Word had gone out that tile work 
was going on and every contractor in 
the country was here. Au a result, all 
those men did was to stand in front of 
the desk and shake hands all day. 
“We told the Munitions Hoard these 
people would have to be taken out and 
that the cantonment men would have 
to be let alone. 
‘‘Accordingly, the next morning, the 
men were brought to 
the 
Munsey 
building with their records. 
We im­ 
mediately saw the need for the finest 
men we could get, so we reached into 
the big engineering organizations ail 
over the country by wire and tele­ 
phone.

WITHOUT A TRACE 


No American who has closely fol­ 
lowed th e progress of the war could 
have been surprised by the Argentine 
revelations. 
There was nothing new 
in the unscrupulous advice given his 
government 
by 
the 
German 
repre­ 
sentative in Buenos 
Aires 
to 
sink 
'“without a trace" 
the 
ship% of a 
friendly power. 


It ts the same sort of thing that the 
world bas become familiar with in the 
case of the Lusitania and dozens of 
other 
ships. 
It 
meant 
deliberate 
murder of unoffending noncombatants, 
traveling under the guarantee of the 
flag of Argentine. 
But Count Lux- 
burg's recommendation represented a 
certain 
advance 
over 
most of the 
previous practice. 
The crime was to 
be committed secretly. 
There was to 
be no evidence left floating around, no 
report published, no bragging about 
the deed, no medals awarded for it. It 
was to be a clean job. 
Not one sur­ 
vivor was to be left alive to tell the 
tale. 
This revelation of Prussian duplicity 
came at an opi*ortune time to keep the 
Argentine 
and 
some 
of the other 
South Ameircan 
republics from 
re­ 
peating our old mistake of trusting in 
the good faith of the German govern­ 
ment. 
It came at an opportune time, 
too, to close the mouths of the few 
remaining apologists for Germany in 
this country. 
It has driven even the 
German-American press to outbursts 
of indignation against German diplo­ 
macy. 
It has come most convincingly as an 
assurance to the whole 
world 
that i 
President Wilson in his reply to tile j 
Pojw’s peace message was not one 
syllable amiss in his indictment of the 
kaiser. 
The President declared that t 
promises from the kaiser are not to ! 
be accepted. 
The kaiser in the past i 
has made promises knowing that he 
would break them. 
In the case of | 
Argentine, even as fair words wen* 
spoken by tile kaiser's representative, I 
that representative was advising that 
Argentine's ships be sunk “without a 
trace." 


It Is a grim sit lotion for the w hole 
world. 
It is a travesty upon civiliza­ 
tion, that there is a country whose 
government can contemplate such an 
act against a country with which it 
pretends to be upon friendly terms. 


By means of a careful analysis of reports submitted to the state con­ 
troller for the fiscal year ending June 30. 1916, Tax P ayers’ Association of Cali­ 
fornia has shown how many cents out of each dollar of the 
total 
disburse­ 
m ents of 57 counties went for each purpose of 
county 
government. 
The 
analysis is now converted to a per capita basis, showing the average per 
capita expenditure (for the total population of 57 counties) for each purpose, 
while against this is set the per capita represented by the disbursements of 
the county of Orange. 
It is revealed that the combined disbursements of the 57 counties amount 
to $27.62 for each man, woman and child. 
In this county the total disburse­ 
m ents represent a per capita of $38.33. 
It will be noted that the average county per capita disbursement for edu­ 
cation is nearly twice as large as the disbursement for highways and bridges, 
the next largest item. 
For the counties as a whole the smallest disburse­ 
m ents are for the conservation of health and the promotion of sanitation and 
cleanliness.

The 
Saturday Evening Post puts the m at­ 
ter with admirable simplicity. 
In a democracy, says 
the 
Post, 
there must of course be free speech, 
oral and printed. 
Also,\in a delime- 
j racy the majority m ust rule and the 
! minority must 
submit. 
These 
two 
j facts must be made 
to 
harmonize.

Here is the rule: 
"You can use 
your 
freedom 
of 
speech to any reasonable extent for 


I the purpose of trying to shape the de- 
I c tsive will of the majority; you ean- 


not use it for the purpose of trying to 
defeat that will after it has been for­ 
mally expressed.” 
Suppose you’re opposed to conscrip­ 
tion. 
It was quite correct to 
speak 
and write against it while the measure 
was pending. 
But after the majority 
had voiced its decision and congress 
had registered it In the form of law, 
it became wrong to try to defeat its 
purpose. 
It is right to speak or write 
against the tax measures now pend­ 
ing. 
But after congress has given its 
verdict, no theoretical right of free 
speech win justify 
any 
citizen 
In 
arousing opposition 
to 
it. 
It 
wa3 
right to speak and write against our 
war before war was declared. 
Now 
that we are engaged in the war, those 
who disagree must refrain from ut­ 
terances calculated 
to 
hinder 
the 
war’s prosecution. 
Any citizen who will not accept this 
is not a democrat—he has no place In 
a democracy. 
He is an autocrat or 
an oligarch or an anarchist. He wants 
the minority to rule the m ajority-- 
an unthinkable thing In a free coun­ 
try.

W ith two men in custody and 
apprehension of the third expect­ 
ed at any' moment, Loa Angelet 
detective* have uncovered enough 
of the past life of Goo. Ryan, ar­ 
rested here Sunday, to warrant 
them in saying that Ryan and his 
companion who escapad the offi­ 
cers are the leaders of the most 
active gang of thieves operating 
in Southern California in recent 
months. 
Al Wilson was 
taken 
into custody in Loa Angeles fol­

information 
given 
by 
Ryan here Tuesday 
night, 
and 
Ryan 'Mis taken to Los Angeles 
last 
night by Detectives W. E. 
Wood and W. E. 
Murray, 
who 
have been working on the case. 
The man who gave the officers 
the slip here last Sunday wa* E. 
Murray, and he is the man the 
Loa Angeles 
officers 
expect 
to 
capture at any moment. 
He is 
believed to be in Pasadena. 
It is a strange coincidence that the 
leaders of the thieving gang should 
meet their waterloo in a city where 
three members of the police 
force 
bear the same names, and that one of 
the detectives instrum ental in uncov­ 
ering their past life should also bear 
the name of one of them. 
Joe Ryan, 
John Ryan and James Murray are the 
names of three of Santa Ana’s effic­ 
ient police force. 
Wilson Givss Iniformation 
While Wilson was not, with Ryan 
«nd Murray on their Sun Diego thiev­ 
ing expedition, he knows a great deal- 
about the operations of the two men 
and their gang and 
will 
probably 
i make a clean breast of the whole mat- 
Iter. 
He had full knowledge of what 
I took place in the exciting chase inci­ 
pient to the recovery of tile Cadillac. 
Buick and Dodge cars stolen Satur­ 
day night at San Diego, and told the 
officers everything in 
detail 
before 
they had an opportunity to tell him 
anything. 
It developed that he had 
seen Murray in Los Angeles, follow­ 
ing his getaway here, and had been 
told everything. 
Mtirrev told W ilson.that after

I hiding the officers here he 
stole 
a 
bicycle at the Catholic 4-hurch. rode 
it to Newport Beach, ditched it and 
Hoarded an electric car to 
Los 
An­ 
geles. 
Alberto Camacho, a Mexican 
-esiding at 1001 Logan street, report­ 
ed to the local officers Sunday morn- 
ng that his wheel had been 
stolen 
’rom the Catholic church, and it un­ 
doubtedly was his wheel that Murray 
stole. 
Newport officers have been re­ 
quested by City Marshal Jernigan to 
make a search for the bicycle. 
The robbery of Lee’s Toggery. 206 
West Third street. Los Angeles, be­ 
tween 11:30 and 7 o’clock 
on

night of September 
ll, 
has 
been 
'raced directly to the operations of 
Ryan and 
Murray. 
Goods 
to 
the 
amount of >700 were stolen. 
A taxi­ 
cab driver is also implicated In the 
theft. 


Murray Cadillac Thief 
Wilson told the officers that Mur­ 
ray and Ryan had gone to San Diego 
for the puroose of disposing of their 
nhinder and to steal a couple of auto­ 
mobiles. 
While Ryan has not admit­ 
ted that Murray is the man who stole 
the Cadillac in San Diego belonging 
to .the Cadillac Garage Company of 
this citv. the officers are certain that 
he is the man from the 
description 
Wilson gave of the events of the even­ 
ing and as related to him by Murray. 
That Ryan was one of a party of 
four men who stole a Hudson auto­ 
mobile in St. Louis about two months 
ago and drove it to Los Angeles and 
sold it to a Jew, was ascertained by 
investigations made in L ob 
Angeles 
yesterday by 
the 
detectives. 
Geo. 
Evans. L. E. Lane and Carl Osborne 
were the other members of the erowd. 
Officers believe they were mixed up 
n the theft of the three machines at 
San Diego. 
When the Los Angeles detectives 
were here Tuesday night Ryan told 


untrue 
when 
they 
investigated 
them. 
He did, however, 
give 
the 
rigid tip on Wilson, and through him 
the detectives expect to get valuable 
information in addition to what he 
has already given them. 
Wilson is said to he well connected 
in Ixia Angeles, and so far 
officers 
have not been able to connect him 
with active participation In any of the 
jobs turned by the crooks. 
The Los Angeles detectives compli­ 
mented local officers on the capture 
of Ryan and declared that they had 
made the arrest of one of the biggest 
criminals in the country. 
He is want 
ed at many different points In 
the 
east, it is believed.
